case was Helena. In 1891 a patent was 
given to Gatlin and th ereby th e United 
States placed it beyond its power to give 
a patent to th e railroad company.

North ern Pacific company contends lh at 
if th is land was granted to th e rail.'o.ui 
company th e issuance of a patent to 
Gatlin and refusal to issue th e sume to 
th e company constitutes a breach of con­ 
tract between th e North ern-Pacific anil 
th e ( nited States, and th e road instead 
of suing Gatlin is endeavoring to bring 
th e government to account by seeking to 
ret over damages.

President Cleveland,

Washington, July I. — The following 
proclamation was issued late last even­ 
ing: 
“Executive

Washington, 
June 3.0, I Stiff.—Whereas the distrust aud 
apprehension concerning the financial sit­ 
uation which pervades all business circles 
have already caused great loss and dam­ 
age to our people mid threaten to • ripple 
our merchants, stop the wheels of manu­ 
facture, bring distress and privation lo 
our farmers aud withhold from our work­ 
ingmen the wage of labor; und, whereas, 
the present perilous condition is largely 
tho result of the financial policy which 
the executive branch of the government 
finds embodied in unwise laws which 
must bt execute*d until repealed by con­ 
gress; pow, therefore, I, Grover Cleve­ 
land, president of the I 'iiited States, in 
performance of a constitutional duty, do 
by this proclamation declare that nu 
extraordinary occasion requires tho %ou- 
vtiling of both houses of congress of the 
United States at the capitol in lilt* city 
of Washington, on the 7th day of August, 
next, at 12 o'clock, noon, to the end that 
the i*eople may lie relieved through legis­ 
lation from present aud impending danger 
anil distress.

St. Paul, July I.—A novel suit brought 
bv the Northern Pacific Railway company 
aga inst the United States to recover 
damages for alleged breach of contract 
was filed yesterday in the United States 
district court. 
It is a test case aud for 
damages amounting to only $000, but if 
the principle advanc«*d by the Northern 
Pacific road be established it will result 
in hundreds and perhaps thousands of 
similar cases being brought throughout 
the country wherever there are land 
grant corporations. 
The point at issue 
is whether the United States is liable in 
damages for a breach of contract to issue 
a patent for granted lauds, and what the 
lien sure of damages will be. The North 
era Pacific company filed a map of deft 
trite location July (J, 1892, and Catlin, a 
settler, went on the ground in 1883, be 
fore notice of tiling was received at the 
local office. 
The land was awarded to 
the settler, the secretary holding that the 
grant did not take effect until notice was 
received in the local office, which In this 
casi* was Helena. In 1891 a patent was 
gheii to Catlin and thereby the Unit-.nl 
States placed it beyond its power to give 
a patent to the railroad company. 
The 
Northern Pacific company contends that 
if this land was granted to the railroad 
company the issuance of a patent to 
Catlin and refusal to issue the sa inc to 
the company constitutes a breach of con­ 
tract between the Northern-Pacific and 
the United States, und the road instead 
of suing Catlin is endeavoring to tiring 
the government to account by seeking to 
rei over damages. The value of the land 
is the measure of damages claimed. The 
suit is based on tile act of March* ii, 
18*7, which gives the right to sue the 
Uidtixl States for damages arising from 
breach of contract. 
This is the tirst at­ 
tempt to apply this act to a case of this 
kind.

G r o w i n g C e l e r y . 
Celery continues to grow in favor 
iv itll each succeeding year, and a hun­ 
dred gardens will now have a row or 
m ore of it w here there w as one ten 
years ago. A fter the taste for it is 
acquired it becomes a standard vege­ 
table. and the best m eans of securing 
a supply is a m atter of interest. 
The 
old way of planting it in trenches and 
carefully banking up Hie rows as the 
plants grew is still followed by a great 
many, but it is not the best way, as 
has been am ply proven w ithin the last 
tw o or three years. 
The new m ethod consists in digging 
out a space as large as the plots is to 
be setting Hie plants quite closely in 
this depression, and as the plants grow 
gradually filling up around them un­ 
til the soil th a t has been throw n out 
is replaced. If the plot is w here a 
plentiful supply of w ater can tie sup­ 
plied, so much the better, for celery 
m ust have plenty of m oisture to do 
well. It m ust also ire grow n on very 
rich soil. and if it is not so naturally 
it m ust Im* m ade so. Tire varieties are 
num erous and any of them are good, 
I rut the W hite Plum e and Golden Self 
Blanching are perhaps the tw o best 
on the list. Botli are very good as to 
flavor, and tender and crisp. 
The 
W hite Plum e is very easily blanched, 
but bs rath er too early for w inter use. 
Tile Golden Self Blanching is better in 
this respect, but is not so good for w in­ 
ter use as some of the gremi sorts. The 
pink varieties are much liked by "Some 
people, but they have a flavor th a t is 
not relished a t first. Tile plants should 
be sown in a seed bed and transplanted 
before being set w here they are to 
grow, so th a t the plants may become 
stocky and thick a t the crown. 


I n t u r n e d v e P o i n t e r s . 


Give the young calves -hade w hether 
a t pasture or still fed milk. 
Supply fresh pasture for milk cows 
before they begin to fall off in milk. 
Note the June color of butter, it is 
w h at you wish to im itate at other sea­ 
sons.

Paying for milk by Hie butter fat test 
puts a prem ium on goo i cows aud care­ 
ful breeding. 
Sharp plows save the farm team s. 
H elp costing the least money is not 
alw ays the cheapest. 
Odd tim es can be used to advantage 
in cutting w eeds which will seed a lit­ 
tle la ter if let alone. 
Surplus earnings can not be invested 
in anything tin t will pay much better 
than a good barn. 
You can not afford to buy all your 
hom e supplies, no m atter how big 
crops you grow to sell. 
It is essential th a t the hives be shad­ 
ed. for if the hot sun strikes them the 
bees will desert. 
G reat B ritain im ported, during tile 
m onth of April, 1S03, about $17,500 
w orth of honey. 
Be careful in hiving new sw arm s to 
get the queen into the hive, or the bees 
will not remain. 
D airy cows m ust be well fed. They 
work hard in m anufacturing milk and 
can not give Hie best results if they 
m ust w ork all day to get grass enough. 
If you have cows coining fresh (lur­ 
ing the hot w eather see that they ha va­ 
pidity of fresh w ater and a shady 
place hi which to he down. 
Now is the tim e for the honey flown 
H ave hives, sections, etc., cleaned and 
in readiness so as much honey as pos­ 
sible can be secured w ithout delay. 
Experience is a costly school. Then 
proiit by the expert nice of others by 
reading tile farm papers aud Experi­ 
m ent Station bulletins. 
Do not allow the farm buildings to 
lack paint. The cost is covered by Hie 
saving in lum ber which results and the 
improved appearance is w orth some­ 
thing. 
If you have no shed or shelter of any 
kind for the farm wagon, run it under 
some shade tree. The Dot sunshine 
following a rain injures it more than 
the rain. 
Lay a drain from the cellar which 
will keep it dry. It will m ake it a 
more suitable place for -toring pro­ 
visions aud 
m ore healthful 
to live 
above. 
Clip the wing of a newly bought 
queen, a t least enough to m ark her; 
then if she disappears and another 
takes her place by any means, you’ll 
not blam e the queen-dealer for cheat­ 
ing you. 
The falling off In milk during hot 
w eather in the sum m er so commonly 
credited to Hie trouble from flies, is 
very often really caused by the fail­ 
ing of pastures and the absence of a 
soiling crop to supplem ent it.

good milk w e will not nave a good 
product. The farm er who supplies tile 
milk is the man, more than any other 
who governs the character of co-oper­ 
ative butter and cheese. 
More than 
this, if nine men supply good. sw eet 
milk and one m an bad milk, the one, 
not the nine, will govern the quality. 
In our efforts to im prove the quality 
of dairy products, we m ust not forget 
th a t m ost im portant factor of all— 
the m an who m akes the milk. Every­ 
thing w aits fo r him. H e m ust w ake 
up to the necessity of his own im prove­ 
m ent. H e stands in the w ay of his 
own profit. H e m ust be teachable ju st 
as long as lie is iu co-operative w*ork. 
If he m akes up his own b u tte r or 
cheese, no one is punished for his care­ 
lessness or ignorance but himself. It 
is well to settle clearly the ruling prin­ 
ciples of success. The prim ary princi­ 
ples ii** w ith the farm er; 
ho is the 
foundation. 
If the foundation fails, 
down goes Hie superstructure.
